Then all the ſquadrons rais'd a ſhouting cry, 
The loud acclaim of joyful victory!

That tow'rds the plain are Sion's ramparts won: 
Then thus the Earl aloud — O hear, my friends! 
Before the Chri/ian arms the city bends ! 

And does ſhe, when ſubdu'd, our courage dare? 710 
Shall we alone no glorious triumph ſhare ? 

But ſoon the Syrian king withdrew his force, 

Nor longer ſtrove t' oppoſe the victor's courſe ;. 

Retreating thence a lofty fort he gain'd, 

From whica he hop'd their fury. to withſtand, 715 
Then 
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Then all the conqu'ring bands, oppos'd no more, 
Swarm o'er the walls and thro? the portals pour: 
The thirſty ſword now rages far and wide, 
Death ſtalks with grief and terror at his fide: 
Blood runs in rivers, or in pools o'erflows, 729 
And dead and dying, heap'd, a horrid ſcene compoſe !

Tancred ard Argantes retire together from the walls, 
and engage in fingle combat: After an obſlinate 
defruce the latter is ſlain; and Tancred himſelf, 
weakened by the loſs of blood, falls into a ſwoon. In 
the mean time Rinaldo pur/ues the Infidels, and compel: 
many of them te take refuge in Solomon's temple : 
Rinaldo at length burſting open the gate, the Chriſtian 
troops enter, and make a terrible ſlaughter. Soly- 
man and Aladine fortify themſelves in David's tower, 
Solyman defends the paſs with great intrepidity, but at 
laſt retires avithin the fort at the appearance of God- 
frey and Rinaldo: Night puts an end to the opera- 


ions en both fides. Vafrino enters the Egyptian 


camp, where he meets with Erminia. In their way is 
ate Chriſtian tents, they find Tancred in appearaut 
dead ; Erminia's lamentation; ſhe recovers Tancred 
from his. ſavor, and, at his defire, be is conveyed 
with the body of Argantes to the city. V afrin0 
gives an account to Godfrey of the diſcoveries he bas 
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made; upon which the General determines to held 


his army in readineſs to encounter the Egyptian 
forces. 


'T O W wide-deſtroying death, or pale affright, 
Remov'd the Pagans from their ramparts height: 
Alone, ſtill fix'd to triumph or to fall, 
Argantes turns not from th' abandon'd wall: 
Secure he ftands, his front undaunted ſhows, 2:4 
And fingly combats ' midſt a hoſt of foes :

And lifts his faulchion and the chief defies :. 10 
Well, by his mien and arms confeſs'd to view, 


His plighted foe the fierce Argantes knew. 
Thus do'ſt thou, Tancred !] keep thy faith? (he cry'd) 
Late art thou come our battle to decide: 
We meet not here as heroes heroes dare; 15 
Thou com'ſt a baſe artificer of war! 
Thoſe engines are thy guard, thoſe troops thy ſhield ; 
Thou bring'ſt ſtrange weapons to diſgrace the field! 
Yet hope not from this hand, in dreadful ſtrife, 
(Thou woman's murd' rer!) now t' eſcape with life! 20 

He ſaid; and Taucred fmiling with diſdain, 
In words indignant thus reply'd again. 

Late am I come? — ſuppreſs thy ſenſcleſs ſcorn ; 
Soon ſhalt thou find too ſpeedy my return; 
When thou ſhalt wiſh, to eaſe thy doubtful ſoul, 25 
That 'twixt us Alps might riſe, or oceans roll; 

And 
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And know, by fatal proof too well diſplay'd, 
Nor fear detain'd my arms, nor ſloth delay'd. 
Come, glorious chief! thou terror of the plain, 
By whom are heroes quell'd and giants ſlain ! 30 
With meretire, and prove thy boaſted might, 
The woman's murd'rer dares thee. to the fight! 
Then to his troops — With-hold your wrathful hands, 
This warrior now my ſword alone demands:

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Tancred, who ſaw his foe no buckler wield, 
Strait caſt his own at diſtance on the field;

If ſuch foreboding thoughts a doubt create, 
Too late thy preſcience, and thy fears too late. 

Yon city fills my mind (the chief reply'd) 
The Queen of nations, and Judæa's pride, 
That vanquiſh'd-now muſt fall, while I in vain 65 
Attempt her ſinking ruins to ſuſtain : 
How poor a vengeance can thy life afford, 
Thy life by Heav'n devoted to my ſword ! 

He ceas'd ; then wary each to combat drew,. 
For each his adverſe champion's valour knew. 
Tancred was light, has joints were firmly knit, 
Swift were his hands, and ready were his feet. 
Argantes tow'r'd ſuperior by the head, 
With larger limbs,. with ſhoulders broader ſpread. 
Now Tancred wheels, now bends t' elude the foe, 75 
Now, with his ſword, averts th* impending blow. 
But high, erect, the bold Argantes ſtood, 
And equal art, with diff rent action, ſnew'd:
